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Sewer Project Out 


While repair of the high 
school roof will be the prime 
item on the Aug. 16, special 
town meeting agenda, voters 
will also have an opportunity to 
act on seeking funds under re- 
cently enacted Public Works 
act, for water system improve- 
ments. 

But, voters still will not 
have an opportunity to seek 
federal funds for installation of 
sewer lines in the so-called 
Rogers Brook area, despite an 
effort by Selectman Richard J. 
Bowen to have the item in- 
serted in the special meeting 
warrant. 

The selectmen Monday 
night, approved insertion of the 
high school roof repair item at 
a cost of $225,000. 

The water system improve- 
ment item was submitted to 
take advantage of the Public 
Works Employment act, 
passed by congress a week ago, 
overriding a Presidential veto. 

Article Two in the warrant 
authorizes the town to make 
application for the funds and to 
appropriate $10,000 for final 
planning and application proce- 
dures. 

Assistant Town Manager 
Sheldon:S. Cohen explained that 
plans call for implementation 
of the recommendation of the 
master plan for water system 
improvements as authorized at 
the October town meeting. 


Some of the improvements 
were approved for implemen- 
tation at the annual town meet- 
ing in April. The selectmen 
withdrew other portions of the 
total program, in view of the 
cost as well as the possible ef- 
fect on the growth of the town 
in certain areas. 

By applying for the funds 
under the new federal pro- 
gram, it is hoped that such 
items as new water mains or 
relining of old mains, may be 
accomplished. 

Selectman Bowen said that 
it is a matter of getting in line 
as quickly as possible to take 
advantage of the new federal 
program. 

Selectman Janet Lake noted 
that there were a number of 
other projects on which the se- 
lectmen had placed higher prio- 
rities, such as acquisition of 
Shawsheen property, possible 
necessity to purchase the post 
office, a possible school addi- 
tion among others. She won- 
dered if some of these projects 
might not fall within the realm 
of the public works program. 

Public Works Director Rob- 
ert E. McQuade explained that 
terms of the funding provide 
that the town must be ready to 
move ahead with a project 
within 90 days of the awarding 
of the funds.

No State Funds Available 
For Doyle Acquisition 


State financial reimburse- 
ment for the town’s acquisition 
of the Doyle land off High Plain 
road, is in doubt, at least for 
the present, since there are no 
Self-help funds available. 

That was the word received 
by local officials this week, 
thus the town will be footing 

the total $310,000 purchase 
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price by itself, unless the state 
obtains some additional funds 
and establishes a priority 
clearance for the Andover 
property, 

The 1974 annual town meet- 
ing approved appropriation of 
$310,000 for acquisition of the 75 
acre site off High Plain Road 
owned by Fred W. Doyle. 

It was presented to town 
meeting as being eligible for 
State funds through the self- 
help program, through which 
the town receives reimburse- 
ment for land purchased for 
conservation purposes. 

There was also hope of ob- 
taining some additional funds 
from the state for development 
of recreational areas within the 
acreage, 


But state help for recreation 
was turned down because the 
funds are applied to more 
densely populated areas. 

Thus the town was relying 
on some assistance through 
self-help funds, hopeful in the 
vicinity of some $150,000. 

But the state has informed 
the local officials that the bond 
issue which funded the pro- 
gram several years ago has run 
out and there is no money avail- 
able at this time. 

State authorities said the ap- 
plication had not been turned 
down, simply that there are no 
funds, 

The property is being rated 
now as to priority — that is how

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BBC Films Battle Re-Enactment 


For the six members of the An- 
dover Militia who took part in the 
re-creation of the 1776 Battle of 
Long Island at West Newbury, 
Saturday’s event had a surprise 
twist. A British Broadcast Com- 
pany crew was filming the 
authentic re-enactment for 
broadcast in September, and the 
Andover men were in the front 
lines of the Continentals when the 
Redcoats attacked. 

The July 24 re-creation 
depicted the Battle of Long 
Island, N.Y. which took place on 
Aug. 27, 1776 at what is now 
Jamaica, Long Island. The battle 
was important because it showed 
the Continentals that they could 
not win in the open-field, formal 
battle that the British preferred. 
General William Howe’s 
superior forces, including a Com- 
pany of Hessians, the 
Grenadiers, several brigades of 
infantry - - a total of 10,000 men 
and 14 guns - - surrounded the 
1600 Connecticut, Delaware, 
Maryland, and Pennsylvania 
troops on three sides. The 
American casualties were enor- 
mous and the survivors were 
routed. 

The West Newbury location 
(where the Battle of Bunker Hill 
was filmed last year) is a 


beautiful, unspoiled spot and the 
several thousand on-lookers felt 
transported to another time by 
the authenticity of the scene and 
setting. The battle was planned 
and organized by the newly- 
formed Revolutionary War 
Commemorative Society of 
Massachusetts. 

The Tenth Regiment of Foot, 
the Sixty-fourth and the Royal 
Artillery represented the elegant 
British forces. THey were led by 
Col. Vincent J. R. Kehoe. The 
out-classed and out-fought 
American forces were 
represented by the Continental 
Navy (Newburyport), Glover’s 
14th Continental Marblehead 
Reg., The Eighth (Taunton), Six- 
th, (North Hampton), and the 
Fifth Continental (Saugus). 
Members of the Andover Militia 
(the only Militia invited to par- 
ticipate) marched with the Fifth 
Continental. Capt. Ed Parker, 
Bob Harquist, Don Ward, Ed Ar- 
cand, Bob Mirisola, Dick 
Lundgren and Peter Young felt 
honored to take part in such an 
authentic representation of 
American history. 

The BBC film of the battle will 
be shown in the U.S. in 
September along with other 
Bicentennial happenings. It will

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In Apple 
Crop Seen 


The 1976 Massachusetts apple 
crop is forecast at 2,071,000 
bushels, an increase of 23,000 
bushels over the 1975 harvest, ac- 
cording to the Massachusetts 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture. 

The total New England apple 
crop is 6,672,000 bushels, down 2 
per cent from 1975. A wide fluc- 
tuation in spring temperature 
caused heawy damage to the ap- 
ple crop in some areas. Abnor- 
mal warmth in April started ear- 
ly bloming, but a change to cold, 
wet weather caused poor pollina- 
tion. 

Native summer varieties 
available now include Lodi, 
Transparent, Red Astrachan and 
Puritan. Early McIntosh and 
Gravenstein should ripen by mid 
August. Tart and juicy, these 
early apple varieties are fine for 
pies as well as eating out of hand. 

In other Massachusetts grown 
fruit, the blueberry harvest is un- 
derway, and some growers are 
offering ‘‘pick-your-own’’ berries 
at a substantial savings over 
retail prices. 

Native peaches should begin 
ripening in early August. The 
Massachusetts crop is forecast at 
63,000 bushels, a considerable 
decrease from 1975 caused by 
widely fluctuating winter 
temperatures and also cool, 
damp weather at blossom time. 

Harvesting of the 
Massachusetts cranberry crop 
should get underway in early 
August. ; 

In fresh vegetables, tomatoes 
and sweet corn are more plen- 
tiful now and the harvest of cab- 
bage, yellow and zucchini squash 
is increasing. Also in good supply 
are cucumbers, romaine and 
Boston lettuce, chicory, es- 
carole, beets, radishes, scallions, 
chives, broccoli, cauliflower, 
green and wax beans. 

These fresh vegetables are all 
current ‘“‘best buys’’ and their 
seasonal abundance has already 
decreased retail vegetable prices 
during the past month. 

In fruit, best buys are bananas, 
blueberries, cherries, grapes, 
lemons, limes, nectarines, 
peaches, plums, watermelon and 
summer apple varieties. 

Current best buys at meat and 
poultry counters are whole an cut 
up chickens, chicken livers, beef 
liver, ground beef, beef chuck 
blade steaks and roasts, shell 
sirloin steaks, boneless chuck 
shoulder steaks, bottom round 
roasts, lamb shoulder chops,

Denial Of The Right 
To Make A Decision 


The selectmen Monday night, in voting not to allow an 
article in the special town meeting warrant dealing 
with possible sewer improvements in the Rogers Brook 
area, is ultimately a decision to prevent the voters of 
Andover from making: a decision. 

Selectman Richard Bowen had moved that an article 
be inserted in the Aug. 16 special town meeting warant 
to appropriate $232,000 as front money to apply for 
federal funds for a $2.8 million sewer construction pro- 
ject for the Rogers Brook area. 

Bowen was attempting to bring the matter before his 
colleagues once again. The board at a meeting in June 
refused to consider the matter before an annual town 
meeting, which they were advised would be too late. 

Basic objection by the selectmen was putting up front 
money, or any money at all, in order to obtain the 
federal funding. 

As mentioned previously in these columns, we view 
the action of the majority of the board, in this instance, 
as being of rather poor judgment. 

‘Admittedly there are priorities established by the 
selectmen for use of Andover tax money. 

But, we must repeat our earlier contention, that the 
risk of putting up a substantial sum, such as $232,000, to 
get in line for a federal handout seems worth the gam- 
ble when a large section of the town can be converted 
from septic system to sanitary sewers. 

As Mr. Bowen pointed out, the area to be considered 
for the project is pretty well developed, thus there is no 
possibility that the new utility service would produce an 
overabundance of new home construction in the par- 
ticular area. 

Too, Selectmen Bowen had provided that even the 
$232,000 put up by the. town could be reimbursable 
through betterment assessments against the abutting, 
benefiting property owners. 

If town meeting, so preciously defended as the truest 
form of democracy by many of our local officials, is the 
forum and strength of Andover’s governmental system, 
then its judgment should not be doubted by the 
selectmen. 

By refusing to place the article in the warrant, the 
selectmen have prevented any action by the voters. 


Even though they feel a special town meeting is not 


the place for such a capital expenditure project, or that 
there are other items of more importance for con- 
sideration at this time, their action on Monday denies 
the right of the electorate to act on the issue. 


It well could be that the residents of the area would 


not be interested sufficiently to attend in sufficient 
numbers to guarantee passage of the article. 


And, fear of special interest groups’ dominationg 


town meeting should not be a factor, since obtaining a 
quorum for the Aug. 16 session will be the responsibility 


of the school department to rally their forces to insure 
obtaining of the funds for repair of the high school roof, 
prime item in the warrant. 


As for gambling the funds to get in line for federal 
funding, the town has taken risks in the past, moved 
quickly and as in life itself, has won some and lost 
some. 

Not too many years ago, the town lined up quickly and 
obtained substantial funds to construct sewer lines un- 
der a federal public works project - - one for our side. 

A couple of years ago town meeting put up a few hun- 
dred thousand dollars to obtain the Doyle land off High 
Plain Road for conservation and recreation purposes. 
There was a promise of self-help funds from conser- 
vationists and state financial assistance for 
recreational development. 

To date there has been no reimbursement and the out- 
look is bleak on both fronts, thus the town has paid the 
$310,000 to provide a haven for racoons, chipmunks, 
feathered friends, some hikers and a few equestrians. 


We view the risk involved in the attempting to fund a 
major utility installation embracing the health and 
welfare of a larger segment of the community as con- 
siderably more in line with sound municipal business 
practice. 

And, allowing the voters to make the ultimate deci- 
sion, much more in keeping with the democratic 
process. The selectmen could reserve the right to make 


their commentary on the floor of town meeting as they ~ 


have in the past. 


The Purchasing Agent 
Part Il 


We erred a week ago in our editorial columns by 
referring to the consulting agency which provided the 
town with recommendations on restructuring of the 
town’s administrative suite. 

Our criticism of the report was directed to the Har- 
binger House report, rather than Harbridge House, 
which did the study. 

Admittedly we should have been more careful in 
properly designating authorship of this report by the 
consultants in the editorial columns. (Our news repor- 
ting of the study was properly designated. ) 

But. if Webster is proper in his designation, then 
maybe our goof is not so bad after all. 

The dictionary defines harbinger as ‘‘a person or 
thing that comes before to announce or give an indica- 
tion of what follows; herald.”’ 

In that respect, we may have, by accident, accurately 


designated the report. 

Among the recommendations in Harbridge House, 
and the one the selectmen have decided to implement, 
is that of putting on a central purchasing agent. 

Back in the early 1960’s, a special committee to study 
town government improvement was appointed by the 
selectmen. . 

Their ultimate recommendation was the securing of a 
central purchasing agent, a suggestion which was never 
implemented, but resulted in the failure of the town’s 
first town manager to be re-elected. 

We trust that Harbridge House is not, in effect, a har- 
binger, or omen. 

The selectmen received the report in April and chose 
not to release it until Late in June, indicating that there 
is some disagreement within the municipal administra- 
tion on the recommendation.

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U.S. Intelligence Suspected Israeli Rescue

WASHINGTON — Israel's 
stunning, July 3rd commando 
raid into Uganda did NOT catch 


the United States by surprise. 
The raiders rescued the passen- 
gers from a hijacked airliner 
held by terrorists. 

It has taken a little time to 
piece together the tightly-held 
story of the U.S. role in the dar- 
ing raid. The story hasn't been 
easy to get; those who know the 
facts have been sworn to silence. 

Officially, the United States 
didn’t learn about the strike un- 
til Israeli Ambassador Simcha 
Dinitz telephoned Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger the eve- 
ning of July 3rd. The rescue was 
almost completed before the call 
was placed. 

But unofficially, U.S. in- 
telligence sources: knew some- 
thing was afoot. Their sophisti- 
cated electronic equipment, 
which can intercept com- 
munications, gave them some 
clues. 

Undercover American agents 
also provided additional clues. 
The Israeli raiders, for example, 
are an elite group. US. in- 
telligence watches them closely. 
As soon as the commandos 
changed their normal pattern, 
our intelligence analysts knew 
something was being planned. 

The only crisis was the hold- 
ing of the hostages in Uganda.

US. tracking equipment in the 
Middle East reportedly picked 
up the flight of the commando 
planes over the Red Sea along 
the African coast. 

But it was AFTER the raid 
that the United States played its 
most important role. There was 
concern that Uganda's volatile 
dictator, Idi Amin, might retali- 
ate with an attack on Kenya, 
Uganda's African neighbor, 
which Israel used as a refueling 
stop. 
So the Pentagon made a num- 
ber of quiet moves. First. a five- 
ship task force, led by aircraft 
carrier Ranger, was dispatched 
from Singapore toward Africa. 

Meanwhile, an American frig- 
ate, the USS Beary, sailed into 
the Kenvan port of Mombasa. At 
the same time, a P-3 Navy patrol 
plane flew over 5,500 miles from 
the Philippines to Kenya. It was 
the first time a P-3 had landed in 
Kenva. The plane returned to the 
Philippines a few days later. But 
it was immediately replaced by 
another patrol plane. The second 
one didn't leave Kenya until July 
18. 

These military moves were in- 
tended, first. as a warning to Dic- 
tator Amin to behave himself,

Diplomatic Shuffle: Egypt's 
Bicentennial gift to America 
almost got lost in the July 4th 
shuffle. 

The Egyptians carefully 
selected an appropriate gift, an 
ancient memorial tablet carved 
more than 3000 years ago. It 
shows an Egyptian family 
pleading for eterrial life for their 
dead son. 

The Egyptians also went to 
great pains to deliver the gift in 
a dramatic way. The valuable 
artifact was loaded aboard a 
11-year-old vessel, which set 
forth on its first trip across the 
Atlantic. 

But no one paid any attention 
to the Egyptians when they ar- 
rived. Admiral Fouad Zikri, the 
commander of the Egyptian 
Navy, tried to present the gift to 
Presiden Ford. But Zikri 
couldn’t get past the White 
House gate. 

One of our reporters, Barbara 
Takei, finally called the White 
House to ask about the Egyp- 
tians. White House aides told her 
they didn’t even know the Egyp- 
tians wanted to present a gift. 
The Egyptian delegation, mean- 
while, had been cooling their 
heels for five days. Their ancient 
vessel was scheduled to take 
them home. to Egypt July 15th. 

In the nick of time, President 
Ford summoned the Egyptians 
to the White House on July 14th. 
Admiral Zikri presented the 
3,000-year-old tablet, and the 
President accepted it. The whole 
ceremony lasted precisely seven 
minutes. 

The next day, the colorful, old 
ship sailed away almost as 
unobstrusively as it had arrived.

this acquisition rates in compa- 
rison to similar property acqui- 
sitions in other communities. 

If and when a new bond 
issue for conservation purposes 
is obtained, then the Doyle land 
will again be reviewed. 


It seems unlikely that any 
funds will be provided soon for 
conservation land acquisition 
at the state level, in view of 
other financial priorities of 
state government. 

Following town meeting ac- 
tion, approving the land acqui- 
sition, plans were drawn up to 
develop the area for both pas- 
sive and active recreational 
purposes. 

The plan was not developed 
when the possibility of state or 
federal reimbursements for de- 
velopment were not forthcom- 
ing.
